New care home 




set for approval

A CARE home for the elderly 
looks set to close and be 
replaced by a new one within 
two years, despite a petition 
signed by 4,000 people. 

The petition was compiled by 
Haverhill Town Council last year, 
opposing moves to close or privatise the 
35-bed Place Court home in Camps 
Road. 

Suffolk County Council announced on 
Monday its plan for the home as part of a 
£60 million investment in its residential 
care homes and wellbeing centres, due to 
be considered by cabinet at its meeting 
next Tuesday. 

Under the plan all of the county’s 
existing 16 residential homes and eight 
community wellbeing centres would be 
replaced by 10 new purpose-built homes 
and wellbeing centres, to be mn by private 
company Care UK. 

If the plans are approved, Place Court 
would be replaced by a new purpose- 
built residential home and wellbeing 
centre on the site of the former 
Chalkstone Middle School in Millfields 
Way, Haverhill.

Voting a tremendous 
gift we should all use 


ON November 15, for 
the first time you will be 
able to vote for your 
local Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC). 
This is a new role and 
the job of the PCC will 
be to oversee the police 
and ensure they 
prioritise what matters 
to you. 

Each candidate will have 
different ideas, skills and 
experience to bring to the role. 

If you are registered to vote, 
and eligible to vote, you can 
either vote in person at a 
polling station, by post (I vote 
by post as it is the most 
convenient for me) or by 
proxy (allowing someone you 
trust to vote on your behalf). 
In this election you can vote 
for your first and second 
preference in order of who 
you want to be elected. 

The media are saying this 
election is going to be a very 
low turnout. I take the view 
that voting is a tremendous 
gift. Believe it or not, people 
just like you and me in other 
countries actually fight and 
even die for this right (take the 
Arab Spring for example); a 
right that so many in 
democratic nations take for 


granted. 

People should vote because 
they can, if not then one day 
they may wake up in a 
country where they can’t. It 
can (and has) happened! 

With 60% turnout (40% not 
voting) in General Elections, 
30% turnout (70% not voting) 
in Local Elections and only 
25% in Haverhill South, we 
have a lot to do. 

I had to wait until I was 21 
before I could vote and have 
voted in every election since 
then, even local elections. One 
of the reasons I vote is that it 
affects me in everything I do: 
health, from birth to death 
(National Health Service), 
walking to school along the 


footpaths (education and 
local councils), going to work, 
by car (employment rights, 
health and safety, paying taxes 
and maintaining the roads), 
living in a house/flat (Council 
Tax), keeping me safe from 
crime (police), retirement 
(government pension) and 
lasdy cemeteries (local 
council). 

These are just a few of the 
things that affect us when we 
vote, but I do hope pointing 
them out will encourage a few 
more people to vote at all our 
elections.

Construction of the new 
home would begin in June, 
with the new home opening 
12 months later, and Place 
Court closing in July 2014. 

Wamil Court in Mildenhall 
would also be replaced by a 
new home on the site of the 
former Great Heath Primary 
School in St John’s Close, 
Mildenhall. Work would start 
next April, with the new home 
opening in April 2014 and 
Wamil Court would close in 
May 2014. 

A statement issued by the 
council said all permanent 
members of staff would 
transfer to Care UK on their 
current terms and conditions. 

New homes, replacing ones 
built in the 1960s, would have 
bigger rooms, en-suite 
facilities and access to safe 
outside garden spaces, as well 
as increasing the number of 
specialist dementia beds to 
680, with 370 contracted 
directly to the county council. 

Cllr Colin Noble, cabinet 
member for health and adult 
care said: “Our commitment 
and focus to ensure we get 
the best possible care and 
facilities for Suffolk people, 
remains as strong as ever. 

“By transferring our care 
homes and wellbeing centres 
to Care UK we will attract a 
significant amount of 
investment that otherwise 


would simply not be 
available. The most 
vulnerable in society deserve 
the very best we can provide 
them - this deal represents 
that. 

“Before the cabinet meets I 
will have fulfilled the 
commitment I made that I 
would visit each of the care 
homes to discuss the 
proposals with residents and 
their relatives face to face. 

“It has been extremely 
helpful to hear first hand the 
views of those in our homes - 
a lot have been positives, 
which is extremely 
encouraging. However, there 
were some concerns and we 
will continue to work hard to 
ensure that everyone is 
reassured about how the 
proposed changes will be 
managed. “ 

Will Austin, Haverhill town 
clerk, said: “The town council 
is reassured that the new 
facility will be in Haverhill, 
but we will want to see further 
details such as the number of 
beds, the services to be 
offered, and the quality 
standards to be adopted by 
Care UK. 

“The new home needs to 
cater for a rapidly increasing 
and ageing population.”

Jail term for death 
of boy and grandad 


A DRIVER whose careless 
driving caused the deaths of 
a 13-year-old boy and his 
grandfather has been 
sentenced to six months in 
prison. 

Paul Bell, of North Crescent, 
Steeple Bumpstead, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court last Friday 
following the collision on Septem¬ 
ber 18 last year which resulted in 
the deaths of schoolboy Josh 
Bysouth and 66-year-old Michael 
Kidd on the A1307 near Linton. 

The court was packed with 
members of Josh and Michael’s 
family. They both lived at Stanleys 
Farm Road, Saffron Walden. 

The court heard Bell, who was 
driving a silver Audi A3, overtook 
another car on the dual carriageway 
towards Cambridge at a speed of 
about 90mph. 

He then smashed into Mr Kidd’s 
door as their blue Hyundai Getz 
tried to cross the carriageway to 
turn right - on a road described by 
prosecutor Caroline Allison as 
“notorious” and dotted with shrines 
from previous fatalities. 

She said: “Michael was driving 
the car and in his front passenger 
seat was Josh, his 13-year-old 
grandson. Both sadly died at the 
scene from the injuries sustained.” 

She also revealed that Bell's car 
was fitted with a digital enhance¬ 
ment system, giving it increased 
acceleration power, although the

defendant said it was fitted for fuel 
efficiency. 

Bell was left with severe injuries 
from the crash, which threw his 
vehicle on to the opposite 
carriageway and sent Mr Kidd’s 
skidding backward. 

Bell sustained fractures to his 
shoulder and vertebrae and internal 
injuries. 

Reading out family statements, 
Miss Allison told the court Tracy 
Bysouth described her son Josh as 
having a “big smile” and loving 
sport, especially the javelin, while 
her father Michael was “a rock” for 
the family. 

Andrew Copeland, mitigating, 
said some of the witnesses had said 
Michael pulled out too soon, but he 
admitted his 48-year-old client - 
who spent much of the hearing with 
his head in his hands - took full 
responsibility for his actions. He 
had pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing. 

He said: “When Mr Bell first 
walked into my office his first words 
to me were: ‘Just tell me what I am 
going to get for killing two people?”’ 

Sentencing Bell for two counts of 
death by careless driving, Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth, who also 
disqualified the defendant from 
driving for two years, said: “The 
overwhelming cause of this tragedy 


was your speed. This was no 
moment of inattention from you. 

“In truth no sentence I can legally 
pass can bring back the two victims 
- one of whom had his whole life 
ahead of him.” 

After the hearing, Insp Bob 
Turner, of the collision investigation 
unit, added: “Speed was clearly the 
cause here but it also shows that 
drivers have to pay attention 
constantly on our roads.” 

■ The memory of 13-year-old Josh 
Bysouth continues to live on in a 
fundraising campaign which is 
nearing its target. 

At the end of last year, Josh’s 
schoolmates at Saffron Walden 
County High School began to raise 
money with the help of local 
businesses, residents and 
community groups for Medical 
Detection Dogs - a charity which 
trains puppies before giving them to 
people with certain health 
conditions, such as serious diabetes 
cases. 

The youngsters set the target of 
£10,000 and adopted a puppy called 
Josh in their friend’s honour. 

And last Friday, an assembly was 
held at the school where it was 
revealed that £8,316 has already 
been collected, and charity workers 
from Medical Detection Dogs were 
on hand with 6-month-old Josh to 
thank everyone for their efforts to 
date.

Knife threat man 
released under 
community order 

A MAN who grabbed a girl at 
knifepoint has avoided jail. 

Derek Bowering, 42, who 
brandished a knife in a public place 
twice on the same day, was given a 
two-year community order at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

Bowering has already served eight 
months in custody awaiting 
sentencing, which Judge John 
Devaux said was the equivalent of a 
16-month sentence. 

At an earlier hearing Bowering, of 
Abbotts Road, Haverhill, pleaded 
guilty to being in possession of a 
kitchen knife in Chilton Street, Clare, 
and Chapel Drive, Haverhill, on 
January 31. He also admitted false 
imprisonment in Chilton Street, 
Clare, on the same date. 

The court previously heard Bower¬ 
ing, who has learning disabilities, 
brandished the knife at the home of 
a woman in Clare, and later grabbed 
a 13-year-old girl walking home from 
school in Haverhill and held a knife 
to her throat. 

Judge Devaux told Bowering an 
action plan to help him would begin 
when he was released. A restraining 
order was also granted, forbidding 
Bowering to contact his victims. 

Antique furniture 
taken in burglary

Police are appealing for information 
about the burglary at a house in 
Stansfield Road, Poslingford, near 
Clare.

A MUM whose teenage son 
may never walk again after 
breaking his neck in a free 
running accident plans to make 
a complaint about the time it 
took for an ambulance to 
arrive. 

Callum Jefferson, 16, has been in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital since his 
accident on Saturday, September 15 
and is awaiting transfer to Stoke 
Mandeville. 

His anxious mum Mandy and 
girlfriend Sian North, 16, have been at 
his bedside since the accident in 
Haverhill at around 7.30pm. 

Mandy, of Colbeck Road, Haverhill, 
said Callum’s arms and legs are 
completely paralysed at present and 
doctors are not yet able to say whether 
he will be able to walk again. 

As well as wanting to warn other free 
runners about the potential danger of 
their sport, Mandy said she was upset 
that he had to wait so long for an 
ambulance to arrive. 

She said: “He has been free running 
for three years and had not had any 
accidents before. Although it is an 
extreme sport, he wanted to be in a 
safe environment so he was running 
up the oak tree in the grounds of the 
library 

“He lost his footing before he went 
into the back flip and fell awkwardly 
He was only about four or five feet off 
the ground, but he broke his neck and 
did some spinal damage. 

“He is paralysed from the chest 
down and has no use of his fingers at 
present. They have fixed his neck with 
a metal plate and a bone graft. 
Obviously we are hoping that the 
spinal cord will mend itself, but there is 
no guarantee of that. 

“What concerned me was that there 
was no ambulance or paramedic there 
for over an hour and they did not even 
stay on the line to tell the kids who 
were with him what to do. 

“I got down there after about five 
minutes. The police station was shut 
and there were four or five 999 calls. An 


emergency doctor came from the 
health centre and stayed with Callum. 

“I cannot believe that in a town the 
size of Haverhill you cannot get an 
emergency ambulance sooner than 
that. 

“He had serious injuries, which 
could have been made even worse if he 
was moved. 

“We are going to complain to the 
ambulance service to try to stop this 
happening to anyone else.” 

A spokesman for the East of England 


Ambulance Service said: “The call was 
originally graded as not critical 
because the boy was fully alert and 
breathing normally with no serious 
symptoms so it was subject to a 30- 
minute response target. 

“However, as soon as we got another 
call to say his condition had changed 
and he was having difficulties 
breathing we arrived within 10 
minutes. 

“We fell slightly short of the original 
30-minute target as occasionally there 


may be times when we can’t meet a 
non-emergency target, which this was 
initially graded as, due to a high 
number of more seriously graded calls. 
But as soon as we were made aware of 
the developing seriousness we 
dispatched an ambulance 
immediately. 

“Unless the caller can be guided in 
giving basic life-saving support our call 
handlers are required to deal with 
further calls coming through from 
other patients.”

■ At the meeting on September 20 chair of 
Linton parish council, Roger Hickford, 
advised that the council’s offer of £16,000 
per acre for 6.24 acres in Back Road, 
planned for allotments and recreational use, 
had been refused. Councillors and 
allotment association members were again 
asked to report on any other land for 
purchase or lease which may be suitable 
for allotments. Mr Hickford is discussing 
compulsory purchase possibilities with the 
district council. 

“South Cambs are to start major 
building, and we are the first,” said Mr 
Hickford. Outline plans have been approved 
to build four general purpose council 
houses on the site of Chalklands garages. 
Work may start on the foundations as early 
as March. 

Traffic was again diverted through Linton 
after another accident on the A1307. Ms 
Cornell said this resulted in people getting 
lost in Linton as traffic driving along Back 
Road hadn’t a clue where to go next. It was 
agreed to press the Highways Department 
for road signs from the one-way system to 
Cambridge and Haverhill. 

As district councillor, Mr Hickford 
advised that he had informed the district 
council that no lease had yet been signed 
with Linton Action for Youth for the drop-in 
centre on the recreation ground. District 
council grant funding is being held back 
until the lease has been agreed. 

Linton Granta Football Club will be 
granted a 10-year lease to facilitate their 
application for a grant for the proposed 
pavilion extension. Brian Manley said the 
club hoped to dispose of the storage 
containers when the extension is complete. 

Councillors were not impressed with the 
district council’s assessment of recreation 
provision in the village. Allotments marked 
on the plan are not village allotments - 
neither the village green nor the open space 
at Paynes Meadow are marked and cricket 
and football cannot be played at the same 
time, creating a problem in the cross-over 
season. 

CGM denies damaging the rowan and 
lime trees in the cemetery. Councillors 
agreed to seek an opinion from a qualified 
arboriculturalist. 

A complaint about the overgrown state 
of Hogs Holme field in the Pocket Park was 
noted. The clerk advised that the area was 
only cut once a year and the work would 
soon be undertaken. 

Although councillors are not keen to 
install additional dog bins, a new bin will be 
placed by the Cathodeon site in Horseheath 
Road.

period. Of these, nine were 
for parking illegally, one

On Tuesday, a team of 
four officers were 
enforcing traffic regu¬ 
lations in the street for 
four hours and issued a 
total of 33 tickets. 

Of these, eight were for 
parking offences and 25 
for entering the street 
without entitlement. A 
fourth day of action will 
take place with uniformed 
officers issuing tickets to 
offenders, followed by 


future monitoring patrols 
by officers in plain clothes. 

PC Richard Ackroyd of 
Haverhill Police said: 
“Generally, everyone was 
polite and members of the 
public walking by were 
happy to see us. 

“Apart from the days of 
action there will also be 
patrols going on through¬ 
out the week, with people 
receiving tickets.” 

Tackling illegal parking 
in the High Street was 
identified as a police 
priority at a recent public 
meeting, even though the 
town’s sector commander 
Inspector Peter Ferrie felt 
his officers could be better 
occupied elsewhere. 

He felt only a complete 
traffic ban would stop 
motorists breaking the 
law, but some at the 
meeting called for 
clamping or towing 
offending vehicles.

Academy joins rugby project 


PUPILS at an academy are 
celebrating success for their 
rugby coaching after being 
selected to join an innovative 
new programme called the All 
Schools Project. 

Castle Manor Academy in 
Haverhill has gained 
recognition from the Rugby 
Football Union as one of only 
a few selected schools across 
the country invited to join the 
project. 

The All Schools Project is 
funded by a £500,000 
investment from Comic Relief 
and aims to instil the RFU 
core values of teamwork, 
respect, enjoyment, discipline 
and sportsmanship. 

The three-year scheme 
begins this year with an initial 
investment of £7,500 towards 
providing an RFU coach to 
work alongside the PE team 
in delivering rugby to 
students and pupils across 
the partnership of schools. 


There is also an 
investment of £2,500 will be 
used to purchase balls, tackle 
shields and other training 
aids. 

There is also an 
opportunity to design their 
own kit, via a workshop with 
the team that designed the 
Canterbury kit. 

The set of 20 kits will be 
designed, manufactured and 
eventually presented to 
students at half-time during 
the England versus Italy Six 
Nations match at Twickenham 
in March. 

In following years the 
coaching skills will be 
extended through the PE 
team to enable a wider 
audience to benefit from the 
scheme. 

The scheme is a boost to 
the burgeoning love of rugby 
for youngsters at Castle 
Manor Academy, who are 
already being trained by 


ex-Scottish international 
Graham Ellis who is now the 
PE teacher. 

He said: “We already have 
five or six teams of all ages, 
for both boys and girls of all 
abilities. 

“This will be a real boost 
and means students can 
receive even more training 
and develop a deeper passion 
for the sport. 

“We believe the core 
values of rugby play an 
integral part to education 
and form an essential 
basis in sport, education and 
life.” 

Partnership principal, 
Madeleine Vigar, said: 
“Appointing an ex¬ 
international rugby player to 
our PE team was an excellent 
way of raising the profile of 
sport within our partnership 
and is reflected throughout 
the extremely capable and 
passionate team.” 


Council share 
Is frozen again 


A COUNTY council is 
to freeze its share of 
council tax bills for the 
third successive year.

“I’m delighted that this 
additional support from the 
Government means that we 
can freeze council tax for a 
third year and help the hard 
working people of Suffolk 
during these difficult 
financial times. 

“Freezing council tax 
is not without its 
consequences. 

“With increasing costs 
and demand for services, 
we’re going to have to work 
even harder to ensure the 
front line services that 
people rely on do not suffer. 
I’m making a commitment 
that we’ll do everything we

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Alexa s courage to step 
out naked on the stage

Alexa Hardy stripped off for Calendar Girls and a fundraising calendar after fighting 
back from depression and the scars from years spent battling a rare and painful skin 
disorder. She says the whole experience in front of the crowd was 'so liberating'. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN. 


S TEPPING out on to the 
stage, Alexa Hardy felt 
a shiver of fear; as the 
curtain rose, her legs went 
to jelly. Playing a lead role 
in Calendar Girls - the play 
which famously sees all its 
female leads shed their 
clothes - she was about to 
appear nude in front of a 
packed house. 

“I suffer horribly with 
nerves,” admits the 31- 
year-old. “Just before the 
curtain went up, I thought I 
was actually going to fall 
over. But before I knew it, 
wed been on stage for two- 
and-a-half hours - and we 
were getting a standing 
ovation. We all cried. 

“It's an incredible play: 
the way it’s written, what 
it’s about... I think 
everyone who comes into 
contact with it is left feeling 
empowered. Once you’ve 
appeared naked in front of 
all those people, you can’t 
help but feel liberated!” 

The idea of stripping in 
front of a crowd would be 
nerve-racking for anyone. 
But for Alexa, who starred 
in the St Neots Players 
production last month, it 
took even more courage: 


for more than half her life, 
she has suffered from a 
rare and extremely painful 
skin disorder - which has 
left her scarred by a dozen 
operations. 

Called Hidradenitis 
Suppurativa, Alexa 
describes the condition as 
like a very extreme form of 
acne’. It causes infected 
lumps, akin to abscesses, 
to develop on the body. 
Some are quite small and 
gradually shrink and fade 
away. Others grow 
uncontrollably - until 
surgical intervention is the 
only option. 

“I had one 10 years ago 
that nearly killed me,” says 
Alexa. “It just kept getting 
bigger and deeper; in the 
end it was about 6cm in 
diameter. I had one lot of 
antibiotics, then another, 
and finally had to be 
mshed into hospital for an 
emergency operation: it 
was so infected, I was on 
the verge of septicaemia. 

“I was in so much pain 
my mum had to lie me 
down on the back seat of 
the car, with one belt 
round my chest and 
another round my ankles, 


to take me to hospital. The 
operation left me with a 
hole an inch and a half 
deep; I ended up being off 
work for two-and-a-half 
months.” 

Alexa first developed the 
symptoms of Hidradenitis 
Suppurativa when she was 
in her mid-teens. At the 
time she was working 
towards a career as a 
professional singer. 

“I first appeared on stage 
aged six, as Dorothy in The 
Wizard ofOz at school,” 
laughs Alexa, who lives in 
Stretham. “I vividly 
remember hitting the girl 
who played the witch on 
the head with a bucket: it 
was filled with sparkly stuff 
that I was supposed to 
pour over her, but my aim 
wasn’t brilliant... I loved 
the experience. After that I 
was hooked.” 

Alexa went on to do 
GCSE drama and a 
performing arts NVQ. 
Singing as often as she 
could, her talent was 
recognised by acclaimed 
producer A1 West, who 
invited her to collaborate 
on an album. 

But then, seven years 


ago now, Alexa decided to 
draw a line under her 
singing ambitions. “I was 
going to audition after 
audition. To make it in that 
business you have to look a 
certain way and, well, I 
didn’t. I decided I had to be 
realistic. And, to be honest, 
it’s not great for your self¬ 
esteem to keep going 
through that. In the end, 
the decision was really 
made for me - because I 
got a bit sick, and that 
made things more tricky.” 

Since her emergency 
surgery, Alexa has endured 
11 further operations and 
has eight sets of scars. Her 
worst scar, from that first 
op, is ‘a cross shape, with 
each line about as thick as 
your finger. It was really 
livid to start with, but it’s 
faded a lot’. 

It was in the wake of that 
first operation that Alexa’s 
condition was diagnosed. 
The surgeons didn’t 
excavate quite enough 
tissue and a pocket of 
infection remained, 
continually flaring up and 
causing the scar to rupture. 
Referred to an ‘amazing’ 
plastic surgeon, he was the

one who suspected 
Hidradenitis Suppurativa. 

“When I was diagnosed, 
it was described to me like 
extreme acne: Id been 
getting these lumps - 
usually in the same area, 
on my legs and back - 
since I was about 15, and 
they are very painful: they 
make it hard to sit down, 
or stand up, or walk... 

“I was told at the time 
that there’s no real cure: 
I’ve got this thing forever. I 
didn't deal with the news 
all that well.” 

Alexa, who also suffers 
from halo migraines and 
polycystic ovaries (a 
condition which can 
cause fertility problems), 
admits she slid into 
depression. 

“I was depressed for a 
good few years. I felt like I 
had no future. I was in a 
destructive relationship 
which I couldn’t bring 
myself to leave because I 
thought nobody else 
would want me. I was 
scared I might not be able 
to have children. I had to 
keep having time off work 
for operations, so I 
thought I couldn’t have a 
career. 

“I thought ‘If I can’t have 
a relationship, and I can’t 
have a career, I’m not sure 
what else there is’...” 

To meet Alexa now - 
happy, confident, with a 
lovely new boyfriend and 
a great job (she’s an 
engineering assistant at 
UK Power Networks, with 
numerous qualifications 
under her belt) - it’s hard 
to believe she once saw 
her future as being so 
bleak. 

Undergoing CBT 
(cognitive behavioural 
therapy) was, she says, key 
to helping her recover. “In 
that situation you have 


two choices: stay where 
you are, or change things 
for the better. I couldn’t 
stay where I was -1 was so 
miserable. So my only 
option was to change 
things: I ended the 
relationship, got a new job 
and made that my focus. It 
took a long time, until last 
year, really, but I did get 
better.” 

With her confidence on 
the rise, Alexa decided the 
time was right to return to 
performing. First came the 
Stretham village panto, 
and then she heard the St 
Neots Players were 
auditioning for Calendar 
Girls - and were short on 
female actors. 

Based on a true story, 
the play tells the heart¬ 
warming tale of a 
Yorkshire Women’s 
Institute who - when one 
member loses her 
husband to cancer - 
decide to produce a nude 
calendar to raise cash for 
charity in his memory. 
Before it became a stage 
show, Calendar Girls was a 
hit film, starring Helen 
Mirren, Julie Walters and 
Penelope Wilton, who 
plays Ruth - Alexa’s 
character. 

In thrall to an abusive 
husband, she’s a bit of a 
mouse, who finally comes 
out of her shell to take part 
in the calendar. “You’ve 
got to love Ruth,” smiles 
Alexa, fondly. “I’ve been 
through some similiar 
things, though I haven’t 
dealt with them in the 
same way, so I have a lot of 
feeling for her.” 

Starting rehearsals back 
in April, Alexa says the 
whole cast had to get used 
to being naked in public 
fairly swiftly; as well as 
staging the play, they shot 
a nude calendar. Being

sold in aid of Leukaemia 
and Lymphoma Research, 
the calendar was 
photographed by Peter 
Constable of St Neots - 
and features 12 lovely 
ladies in their birthday 
suits, with props 
strategically placed to 
preserve their modesty. 

Alexa, ‘Miss June’, is 
pictured in the library of 
Hinchingbrooke House: 

“In the end, taking my 
clothes off wasn’t that 
hard. I thought ‘If I’m 
going to do this, I’m going 
to do it properly’. My 
boyfriend Sam came to 
the shoot, and he was so 
supportive.” 

The whole experience 
has, adds Alexa, been 
‘genuinely special’. “It's 
been a big part of my life 
for the last five months. If 
you’ve not got that call to 
be on stage, you won’t 
understand - but just 
stepping out there, 
smelling the dust under 
the lights and hearing 
your foot fall on the 
boards, is indescribable. 
We had a standing ovation 
every night. And one night 
Beryl Bamforth - the real 
life ‘Miss January’ - came 
to see the show and she 
loved it.” 

“I’ve no idea what’s 
going to happen in the 
fixture, but I don’t think it’s 
going to be horrible any 
more,” concludes Alexa. 
“To be honest, I’m grateful 
I’ve got a future. I could 
have died from that lump 
10 years ago... 

“If it wasn’t for my 
stubbornness, my family 
and friends, and some 
amazing medical people, I 
really don’t think I’d be 
here. I owe it to all those 
people - and myself - to 
make something of my 
life.”

'If you die, you feel more 
inclined to go for a Chinese' 


The stage and screen 
favourite Timothy West tells 
JENNIFER SHELTON why 
he loves his annual potter 
around Cambridge - even if 
his current role is taking it 
out of him. 

B ORN to actor parents, 
married to a celebrated 
actress (Prunella Scales) 
and with a son (Samuel West) 
forging his own successful career 
on stage and screen, it’s fair to 
say acting isn’t just a job for 
Timothy West - it’s a way of life. 

Having triumphed in roles from King 
Lear to the King of England, the 
commanding RSC veteran’s latest project 
sees him on stage as a Ukrainian odd-job 
man with a murky past in Ronald 
Harwood’s The Handyman. It’s his third 
trip to Cambridge in as many years, after 
astute performances in The Winslow Boy 
and Quartet (also by Harwood), and it’s 
not entirely unexpected that he seems as 
much an expert on Cambridge as on 
anything else. 

“I’ve been coming to the Arts Theatre 
probably since about 1960,” he says 
warmly. 

“I know the area very well and I’ll 
certainly enjoy having a potter around. 


What I won’t do is bring the car - that’s a 
mistake in Cambridge. But I’ve got very 
nice digs by Jesus Green and that’s a nice 
walk. . . then if I want to go anywhere I’ll 
get the bus.” 

At 77, far from being daunted, West is 
positively enthusiastic about the prospect 
of touring - something he suspects he 
might have inherited from his parents, 
Olive and Harry Lockwood West, who 
were touring actors for most of their 
lives. 

“I enjoy coming into a recognisable 
community, which is difficult to achieve 
in London, where everybody’s from all 
over the place,” he says. 

It’s this sense of community that’s 
integral to The Handyman ; a story of 
quiet lives disrupted when it emerges that 
a close family friend has been accused of 
war crimes during the Holocaust. 

“It’s about what happens to a very 
settled community which has been 
chugging along quite nicely until 
suddenly something bad happens and 
splits them apart,” explains West. “The 
handyman, which is me, has been 
working for these people for God knows 
how many years and is thought of as part 
of the family, but has been recently 
accused of war crimes. 

“It’s not about did he do it or didn’t he, 
but about if he did do it, what are our 
justifiable attitudes to it. Have we got to 
punish him? Should we wipe the slate 
clean, or is that being disgracefully unfair 
to the people who died in the Holocaust? 

“It’s a very exciting and fascinating 
play; it unearths the loyalties and 


prejudices of what you would think are 
reasonably predictable people.” 

Though there’s humour in there too, 
it’s no Noel Coward, and winding down 
after such an intense performance, West 
explains, can be tough. 

“With some plays you finish and you 
think ‘right, ok, I’ve got the rest of the 
evening, what shall we do?’ But this play 
is quite exhausting, not just because I’m 
an old bugger but because a lot of the 
scenes are quite harrowing and that’s 
strangely tiring. 

“Some plays are just like that. Lunnily 
enough if you die, you feel ok and more 
inclined to go and find a Chinese 
restaurant. But not with this one.” 

West is no stranger to roles of 
magnitude, having played Lear on three 
occasions: the first when he was only in 
his 30s and the most recent with English 
Touring Theatre in 2003. Still, he’s no 
Shakespearean one-trick pony, with 
Prospero, Claudius, Enobarbus, 
Bolingbroke and Shy lock also on his CV 
I wonder about his favourite Shakespeare 
role - or will Lear always be the Holy 
Grail? 

“I don’t think there’s anything that can 
touch Lear. I’ve done it three times now 
and every time I do I feel I’m a little bit 
closer to the top of an enormous 
mountain. Also, it’s a play where one’s 
attitude towards it changes every time 
depending on what’s happening in the 
world and the people around you. It’s a 
many-faceted play; you could think 
different thoughts every time you do it on 
practically every line.” 


And that’s what keeps it interesting for 
audiences.. . 

“Of course. You don’t want to see the 
same old story every time, and clearly 
people don’t because Shakespeare is 
being performed all over the world now 
more than ever.” 

Though he might land the 
roles of distinguished, 
perhaps a little 
weatherbeaten, 
patriarchs today (his 
Wikipedia page 
refers breezily to 
his ‘craggy 
looks’), West’s 
early training in 
rep theatre in the 
late 50s ensured 
a range of parts 
came his way. 

“I did about 45 plays a 
year and they were all very 
different. It’s wonderful 
training for an actor, to 
attack that many 
kinds of styles and 
manners, costumes 
and accents. That 
makes you 
enormously 
versatile - you 
have to be. 

“Now, of course, 
it’s rather the 
reverse, at least as 
far as television’s 
concerned. They 
want you to be 


the same whatever you’re in, and that’s a 
shame.”

TTRACTING record- 
breaking audiences last 
year, the Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series is 
clearly adored by local music 
lovers - and the 2012/13 line-up 
is shaping up as one of the 
strongest yet. 

The series opens on Friday, October 
26 with a visit from the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra. Talented young 
British conductor Oliver Gooch 
conducts an evening of masterpieces, 
beginning with Borodin’s Prince Igor 
Overture, a feast of Russian dances and 
Oriental melodies. 

The Russian flair continues with 
Rachmaninov’s glorious Piano 
Concerto No. 3, a work brimming with 
passion, and a showcase for soloist Viv 
McLean’s dazzling virtuosity. Sibelius’s 
Symphony No. 5 is an extraordinary 
piece, culminating in a breathtaking 
finale. 

As a bonus to concert goers on the 
night, young people from Cambridge 
have been working with the City 
Council’s Children’s and Young People’s 
Participation Service and musicians 
from the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra’s outreach team Resound to 
compose a brand new piece. Using a 
mixture of live and sampled music, the 
work will be performed by the young 
people themselves alongside RPO 
musicians on the Corn Exchange stage 
at the beginning of the concert. 

The Prague Symphony Orchestra, 
which comes to Cambridge on Tuesday, 
November 13 is a leading Czech music 
ensemble with an outstanding 
international reputation. Conducted by 
Heiko Mathias Forster, one of the most 
compelling young conductors of his 
generation, the evening opens with 
Smetana’s most popular work The 
Bartered Bride which pulses with 


rhythmic vitality. With its eloquent 
cadences and subtle complexities, 
Beethoven’s Piano Concerto No. 4 is 
one of the world’s major piano concerti. 

After a rendition of Janacek’s lyrical 
Adagio, the evening ends with Dvorak’s 
Symphony No. 8 which draws on the 
Bohemian folk music so beloved by the 
composer. 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
returns on Thursday, January 24, when 
Fabien Gabel conducts an evening of 
Romantic masterpieces. The evening 
opens with Brahms’s dramatic Tragic 
Overture. Soloist Janina Fialkowska is 
one of the world’s finest interpreters of 
Chopin and Chopin’s Piano Concerto 
No. 2 is the perfect vehicle to highlight 
her dazzling skills. Dramatic writing 
also takes centre stage in Beethoven’s 
Symphony No. 6 (‘The Pastoral’), with 
its turbulent storm movement 
complemented by music of sunny grace 
and rustic charm. 


The internationally renowned Polish 
National Radio Symphony Orchestra 

visits the Corn Exchange on Friday, 
February 15. The evening begins with 
Bernstein’s vivacious Candide Overture 
before moving on to Lutoslawski’s 
richly textured Little Suite for 
Orchestra. Mendelssohn’s Violin 
Concerto is a towering achievement of 
the Romantic era and is performed with 
elan by soloist Agata Szymczewska. 
The second half of the concert features 
Mahler’s Symphony No. 5. 

World-famous cellist Julian Lloyd 
Webber is Artist in Residence at 
Cambridge Com Exchange and, on 
Tuesday, April 16 he performs at the 
Corn Exchange alongside his very 
talented wife Jiaxin Cheng to perform 
Vivaldi’s Concerto for Two Cellos in G 
Minor with the European Union 
Chamber Orchestra. Elgar himself 
viewed his Serenade for Strings as his 
favourite composition and you can see 


why when the orchestra does full justice 
to its lilting rhythms and dusky 
atmosphere. 

When composer Eric Whitacre was a 
Visiting Fellow at Sidney Sussex 
College during autumn 2010, he was 
inspired to write the evocative and 
pastoral The River Cam while taking his 
daily walks alongside the river. 

Lloyd Webber concludes the first half 
of this concert with an exquisite 
interpretation of the piece. Audiences 
will immediately recognise Barber’s 
Adagio for Strings from the sound track 
to the Oscar nominated film Amelie and 
the evening draws to a close with a 
spirited performance of Schubert’s 
lyrical Symphony No. 5. 

The Moscow State Symphony 
Orchestra brings the series to a 
spectacular conclusion on Friday, May 
17. Conducted by Pavel Kogan, the 
concert opens with Introduction and 
Three Miracles from Rimsky- 
Korsakov’s exotic Tsar Sultan Suite. 

One of the brightest pianists to emerge 
from Russia in recent years, soloist 
Tatiana Kolesova performs 
Tchaikovsky’s great Piano Concerto No. 
1 with verve and brilliance. The concert, 
and indeed the series, concludes with 
Tchaikovsky’s Symphony No. 6 
(‘Pathetique’), filled with turbulent 
pathos and considered to be the 
composer’s great swan song. 

To help make the series as affordable 
to as many people as possible, the Corn 
Exchange is offering substantial 
discounts: people booking all six 
concerts in the series can save more 
than 20 per cent and people booking 
three, four or five concerts in the series 
can save more than 12.5 per cent.

Ruby Sparks

ART imitates life imitates art in this 
delightfully offbeat romantic comedy which 
ponders if the man or woman of your 
dreams is exactly that: a fantastical 
creation. 

Directed by husband and wife Jonathan 
Dayton and Valerie Faris, who collected a 
mantelpiece of awards for Little Miss 
Sunshine, Ruby Sparks stars real-life 
couple Paul Dano and Zoe Kazan as 
lovebirds magically brought together by 
unseen forces. 

They catalyse smouldering screen 
chemistry, surrounded by a strong 
ensemble cast including Antonio Banderas 
and Annette Bening as hippie parents, 
whose carefree attitude to life and love 
provides a template of perfection that other 
characters struggle to emulate. 

Calvin Weir-Fields (Dano) wrote his first 
novel at the age of 19. It was embraced by 
critics as a modern masterpiece and he 
has coasted along on the adulation, unable 



to find the words for a follow-up or a girl 
who loves him, not his celebrity. 

During a regular visit to psychiatrist Dr 
Rosenthal (Elliott Gould), Calvin confides 
that a beautiful girl is haunting his dreams 
and the shrink suggests it may be 
therapeutic to commit these nocturnal 
imaginings to paper. So to cure his writer’s 
block, Calvin follows the doc’s guidance 
and churns out volumes about the mystery 
girl. 

Miraculously, Ruby (Kazan) manifests in 
Calvin’s apartment. 


“The situation is crazy, I am not,” Calvin 
assures his incredulous brother, Harry 
(Chris Messina), demonstrating his control 
over Ruby by making her speak fluent 
French simply by adding a relevant 
sentence to his manuscript. 

“For men everywhere, tell me you’re not 
gonna let that go to waste,” grins Harry, 
sensing the possibilities for moulding Ruby 
into the perfect, subservient partner. 

She is blissfully unaware that she was 
once a figment of Calvin’s feverish 
imagination, and as romantic bonds 


concern. 

Written by Kazan, Ruby Sparks conjures 
fond memories of Stranger Than Fiction as 
Calvin ponders the morality of bedding his 
literary creation. 

The script ventures into darker territory 
when Calvin grows weary of his soulmate 
and spitefully puts her through the physical 
and emotional wringer using his typewriter. 
Thankfully, the film pulls back from the 
abyss at the last moment so we retain our 
sympathy and affection for the 
beleaguered hero. 

Dano is endearing as the introverted 
scribe crippled by success and Kazan is 
luminous, staring wide-eyed into the 
camera with an irresistible twinkle in her 
eye. 

Towards the end, Ruby speaks for us all 
when she smiles at Calvin and coos: “Just 
don’t tell me how it ends, OK?” 

OK, we won’t.

Taking a turn for the exotic

U RBAN gardener and TV 
presenter James Wong 
doesn’t have a 
greenhouse, propagators or 
teams of gardeners, yet 
through obsessive trials in his 
own back garden he has 
managed to grow a range of 
exotic fruit and veg worthy of 
any Michelin-starred 
restaurant. 

He laments that we’ve become 
stuck in a 1940s timewarp during the 
‘grow your own’ revolution, barely 
moving beyond spuds, sprouts and 
swedes. 

“We don’t eat the same stuff we did 
two generations ago, so why on earth 
should we be stuck growing it?” asks 
the Kew-trained botanist, who has 
fronted such TV programmes as the 
BBC’s Grow Your Own Drugs and 
Countryfile. 

“Ironically, the biggest mistake 



people make is trying to grow exotic 
crops in greenhouses when they 
simply don’t need to.” 

Wasabi, also known as Japanese 
horseradish, which is used as a fiery 
accompaniment to popular dishes 
including sushi, is easier to grow 
than watercress, he insists. 

Wasabi plants can’t stand the 
sunshine, but thrive in cool, wet, 
overcast settings, which makes them 
perfect for growing in this country. 

Plant half a dozen small plants in a 
shady spot between early spring and 
early autumn, covering the area in a 
thick mulch of organic matter and 
place gravel around the plants to 
deter slugs and snails. Keep it in the 
shade in summer.

The edible part of wasabi is its 
partially buried stem, which takes up 
to two years to reach full size and 
flavour, but once you have an 
established clump, you’ll have a 
succession of‘roots’ for many years. 

Harvest them when they reach 
around 10-15cm long - a third of this 
may be below ground - and grate 
them fresh at the table, because they 
will degrade within a few hours of 
being grated. 

Wasabi works well in salad 
dressing and marinades for grilled 
chicken or fish, or whisked into 
mayonnaise. Currently plants are 
only available in a handful of mail 
order nurseries, but from next 
spring, Suttons will be supplying 


them. Wong has also managed to 
grow cocktail kiwi, a pint-sized, fuzz- 
free version of the original, which he 
says is easier to grow than apples 
and pears, along with asparagus 
peas, dahlia yams and callaloo, a 
Caribbean spinach, on his urban 
plot. All are detailed in his latest 
book, James Wong’s Homegrown 
Revolution. 

The Inca berry, or cape gooseberry, 
imported from Colombia to supply 
the fancy fruit sections of certain 
supermarkets, was commonly grown 
in this country in Victorian times, 
says Wong. 

“The plants can be grown like 
tomatoes but are not susceptible to 
blight, are more drought tolerant and 
you don’t need to prune or train 
them.” 

Plant them against a sunny, south¬ 
facing wall in well-drained soil and 
cover their roots with a thick layer of 
mulch. 

In late summer and early autumn 
the plants will produce a heavy crop 
of brown papery lanterns which fall 
off when they are ripe. The shiny 
golden berries within taste good as 
they are or as an interesting 
ingredient in smoothies, salads and 
salsas and have up to a three-month 
shelf life. The seeds are widely 
available. 

Among Wong’s favourites exotics is 
the New Zealand yam, originally 
from Peru, which makes a much 
more interesting alternative to the 


potato. Producing edible shamrock¬ 
like leaves with a flavour of Bramley 
apples followed by knobbly 
‘potatoes’ in a variety of colours, they 
are also blight resistant. 

“You cook and eat them in exactly 
the same way as potatoes, or you can 
eat them raw as a erudite In Mexico 
they dip them in sugar and chilli 
powder, which sounds awful but is 
really delicious,” he enthuses. 

Forming 30cm-high mounds, they 
make excellent ground cover under 
tall skinny crops such as sweetcorn 
or outdoor vine tomatoes. 

They are grown like a regular spud, 
started off from seed tubers, 
increasingly available from specialist 
mail-order nurseries and from 
Thompson & Morgan. Plant them in 
small pots of compost on a sunny 
windowsill in late April. 

They should soon spring up little 
shoots and will be ready to plant out 
in May after risk of frost has passed. 
They do best in rich, fertile soil 
packed with organic matter in full 
sun. 

From July, earth up the rows to 
bury the trailing runners. They 
should be ready to harvest when the 
first frosts blacken their leaves in late 
November. Lift the tubers out of the 
ground carefully and hold a few back 
for planting in spring.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.
